ANTA BARBARA, May 12.—[Exclusive Dispatch.] Thirty-two is 
the‘toll which Death exacted from thé Shriners in the Honda 
wreck. Of the thirteen seriously injured several are hovering at 
the edge of life in San Luis Obispo hospitals. More than thirty others 
today suffering from cuts and bruises. Ordinarily the names of 
these would appear on lists of victims. But Honda is far from settle 
ment, in shifting sand dunes; and these men and women had no time 
to think of racking pains. Most of them did not know that they were 
burt until they awoke this morningvin Santa Barbara hotels. 
Wearied, these survivors dragged themselves to the hotels. when 
the train which bore them arrived in the town they had left happily

This 
craft went as near the shore she 
dared, but could hot get withth *hail- 
ing distance of the wreck. After en- 
dangering the safety of her own crew, 
yshe cautiously avproached as near as 
possible and stood off while Anderson 
and Clark, with |.fe preservers and life 


was homeward bound.

But the life 
line that protected him became en- 
tangled with the wreck of the latnch, 
and Anderson war unable to go eithe: 
forward or to retreat. 


This happened at 4:20 o'clock, and 
for an hour and a half the crowd | 
alongshore hoped against hope, shout- 
ed, cried, encouraged the willing, but | 
powerless workers. The incoming tide 
poured over their feet and wet them 
to the knees; but they minded it not, 
so anxiovs and excited were they. For 
a long time the forms of the two men, 
who were tossed into the sea when the 
launch capsized, were to be seen cling- 
ing to the vessel. 

Occasionally treir arms were seen 
beckoning toward the spectators gath- 
ered along shore. An hour after the 
accident thé men were still plainly ob- 
servable, but when there was an ap- 
pealing gesture to the watchers on 
the strand, these all seemed to 


His signals for hel 
answered, although ng swimmers 
sought reach him. Each time the 
breakers forced them to retreat. Final- 
ly the line that held Anderson a priso- 
ner became disentangled from the 
wreckage, which permitted the rescuer 
to tome ashore. 

Among those who sought to lend as- 
sistance was a Japanese, who dashed 
into.the surf and cast his clothing as 
he ran. When *e returned, after hav- 
ing assisted itn bringing Anderson 
ashore, the only thing that hid his 
nakedness was a United States 
that had been uced in signalling the 
launch Challenger
